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C ORKY, the most adored killer 
whale in captivity, is dying. Yet 
plans to return the animal to her 
family—and hopefully save her life— 
are falling on deaf ears at Sea World 
in San Diego. Calif., where she’s a 
multimillioii-dollar attoction. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised if she was 


dead within a year.” says internation¬ 
ally renowned while eicpert Dr. Paul 
Spong. Although killer whales (or or- 
cas) in the wild have a 50- to 80-year 
life span, he says 27-year-old Corky 
shows signs of advanced aging. 

What also worries Dr. Spong is that 
Corky's mate of 16 years, Orky, died 


two years ago, one of seven orcas to 
die at Sea World in the last fouryears. 
And that, he says, suggests Corky is 
living on horrowed time. Most killer 
whales live just six to seven years 
when in captivity. 

Sea World says Corky has been in 
captivity too long to fend for herself 
in the wild. But Spong and other ma¬ 
rine mammal experts disagree They 
cite successful releases of long-term 
captive dolphins, and since orcas are 
members of the dolphin family, they 
believe Corky would stand an excel¬ 
lent chance of surviving if released. 

Ten members of her original family 
group, including her mother, have 


been identified by their unique vocal¬ 
izations among orcas living in the Pu¬ 
get Sound area of Washington state. 

In a passionate speech before the 
Whale and Dolphin Conservation So¬ 
ciety in London in October, Dr. Spong 
said; “Corky has given us 22 years of 
her life; she has entertained us and 
helped us team about her kind. And 
she was not a volunteer; Corky was 
tfllfPTi from her family and deprived of 
a normal life. Now, while we still can, 
we should give her some of her life 

back." . . 

Now a group of renowned scientists 
and activists have joined Spong in a 
worldwide campaign to save the mag¬ 
nificent, black-and-white orca—urg¬ 
ing Americans to boycott Budweiser 
beer and all other products of Anheu- 
ser Busch, the parent company of Sea 
World. 

"It seems the only way to get the at¬ 
tention of these people is through the 
pocketbook,” says Jenye Mooney, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Fund for Ani¬ 
mals, a wildlife activist group.

PRAH WINFREY has a guru to 
help her come to terms with being 
abused as a child and he’s encour¬ 
aging her to hug a teddy bear to rid her 
of ^e demons that have plagued her. 

The talk-show queen is a disciple of 
John Bradshaw, the best-selling author 
who tells adults that most of their per¬ 
sonal struggles stem from pain they 
weren’t allowed to vent as neglected, 
wounded children. 

Bradshaw’s exercises, detailed in 
such top-selling books as HomecomiTig. 
Reclaiming arid Ciiampiomng Your In¬ 
ner Child, include hu^ng stuffed 
raals as a way of relating back to child¬ 
hood. 

Bradshaw’s theones are providing a 
lot of answers for Oprah, who has long 
tried to come to terms witli a traumatic 
childhood that included sexual abuse. 
She first came in contact with the con¬ 
troversial pop psychologist in October, 
when he was a guest on her talk show. 

An insider tells STAR: “When John 
came on and 
explained about 
talking to the 
child that is in 
you, it really was 
very powerful for 
Oprah. She was 
overwhelmed and 
began to cry. He 
stayed in Chicago 
for a few days and 
spent a lot of time 
with Oprah. 

“She attended 
workshops with 
him and keeps Ins 
books in her office 
and has all his 
tapes to help mod- 
vate her She calls 
his office in Hous¬ 
ton, or he’ll give 
her a call in Chi¬ 
cago John has

I've been 
afraid to go out of my house. 

“For several v/eeks earlier in the

S cientists believe they have 
found the cause of arthritis, the 
crippling disease which afflicts 
37 million Americans. The break¬ 
through could lead to the cure which 
has so far eluded researchers. 

The new discovery by a team at the 
Scripps Research Institute in La Jol¬ 
la, Calif., confirms what many experts 
suspected—arthritis is basically a de¬ 
fect of the body’s immune system. 

Dr Arthur Grayzel, senior vice- 
president for medical affairs at the 
.Arthritis Foundation, says: “This 
finding gives us important informa¬ 
tion about the inflammation process, 
and could lead to the development of 
new ways to control it" 

He says that years more research 
will be needed before specific heat- 
ments become a reality, but adds' 
“These research results suggest we 
may be able one day to modify the 
cells of someone with arthritis to re¬ 
duce the process of inflammation," 
Although arthritis takes about 100 
different forms, they all have one 
thing in common—inflamed, painful, 
swollen, stiff or reddened joints It 
has plagued mankind through the ag¬ 
es, has been found in the skeletons of 
prehistoric man, and it is common in 
most warm-blooded animals. 

Most American sufferers from ar¬ 
thritis learn to live with it The most 
common treatment is aspirin in doses 
of up to 25 tablets a da}-. 

But between 3 and 4 million suffer 
so badly that iheir activities are se¬ 
verely restricted Their pain is eased 
with gold salts, cortisone and other 
treatments which often have unpleas¬ 
ant side effects

Chilli star tells how Addams Family has haunted him for 25 years 
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T he pudgy child star who played 
Pugsley on The Addajns Family 
says ghoulish ^60s sitcom 
mined his life. 

AbitterEen Weatherwax, 36, charges 
his weird role made him an outcast in 
school, killed his acti^ career and 
even pushed him into joiningthe Army- 
Adding to his bitterness, he says, 
was the fact that he was snubbed by the 
the people behind the new Addnms 
Family movie. 

Today, his Addmns Family fortune is 
long gone and the b^fy, 6-ft, 230-lb. 
Weatherwax lives with his mom and 
aunt m a Los Angeles suburb where 
their modest house is the smallest on 
the block. He makes his living with a 
hammer and saw, constructing and dis¬ 
mantling Hollywood sets as a grip. 

A full 25 years after the last Addams 
FamQy show was made, he cannot for¬ 
get the agony of plaj-ing Pugsley. At 
school, he was taunted by classmates 
who cAlled him Pugsley even after lie 
show went off the air. 

“I had guite a bit of trouble in junior 
high and high school," he says ‘‘You 
want to belong and you want to have 
friends as a kid, and you really can’t 
make friends. 

‘T was so recognizable and I was 
made the center of attention all the 
time. It was real difficult People 
around me had trouble accepting me 
as just another person I ivas excluded 
from sports and any other kind of 
group activity" 

To this day, Weatherw'ax tries to 
keep Pugsley buried and forgotten. 
There are no reminders of the show in 
his house No pictures of the east or 
Pugsley publicity shots hang on the 
walls. 

Although Weaihenvax once received 
an original drawing from Charles Ad-

dams, the cartoonist who created the 
kooky characters, it remains hidden 
away. Addams only caused him further 
pain by inscribing his work ‘To Pug- 
sley” and not 'To Kenny" 

Kenny's mom, Marge Weatherwax, 
says her son suffered an identity cnsis 
as a child. “Not only did Kenny not like 
the name Pugsley," she told Stephen 
Cox, author of The Addams Chronicles, 
“he didn’t like the role. He didn't par¬ 
ticularly like acting. He would rather 
have been out playing." 

Taunted beyond endurance, Weath- 
envax dropped out of high school at 17 
and joined tiie^\nny. For a time, he was 
able to shake the Pugsley nightmare. 
“When I was in the Army, I achieved 
some degree of anonjTnity," he says 
After his discharge, t\’eatherv;ax 
says, “I screwed around for a couple of 
years with my money from the show." 


When that ran out, he encountered 
more difficulties getting a job because 
of who he was “Every job I got, it led 
nowhere because nobody would treat 
me as an equal. I ended up back at the 
studios, where a couple of fnends I 
grew up with worked as gnps. So 15 
years ago I became a grip, and I’ve 
been doing that since,” 

As a gi'ip, Weatherwax works behind 
the scenes erecting scenerj' and mov¬ 
ing equipment 

All the hype over the new Addams 
Farmbj movie makes Weathenvax boil¬ 
ing mad. ‘T think it stinks that they 
didn't even give me a phone call about 
this new show," he steams. ‘Td have 
thought they would have at least called 
me and invited me to the set or some¬ 
thing like that I think it’s personally 
insulting." 

Weatherwax hasn’t acted regularly 


in more than 20 years. “After the series 
was canceled," he says, "I couldn’t get 
any more work because of being Pug¬ 
sley. I would go to interv'iews and they 
would say, ‘You’re perfect for the part 
You read well, but we can't use you be¬ 
cause you’re too well-known. So that 
was the end of my career as far as act¬ 
ing goes." 

He was only 11 years old at the time 

He says the only way he would con¬ 
sider working as an actor again would 
be if he were sought for a part 

‘'But I wouldn t go to the trouble of 
having head shots and getting an agent 
and going out and subjecting myselfto 
mtemews.”

When best pal Paul Kirk¬ 
patrick decided to move from 
Hollywood to a West Los An¬ 
geles community, she went 
with him.

“When I go out to work in 
the morning, I always stop in 
his apartment, and we share 
coffee and talk for an hour or 
more. .And it’s the same rou¬ 
tine at night Sometimes, we’ll 
go out to dinner or a film or 
just stay in and watch TV He 
watches Knots Landing now, 
Paul will be honest and tell me 
what he thinks of my perfor¬ 
mances, too.’

“I’m a meat and potatoes 
cook," she adds. “When 1 cook 
for Paul, It's usually something 
like chill, vegetable soup and 
salad, but when Paul makes a 
meal for us, it’s seafood ravioli 
or another gourmet treat He's 


an interior designer, but he 
can't work anymore. I stay in 
touch with him every day- 
several limes a day.” 

Although Paul is gay, Halle 
says that he has the kinds of 
qualities she hopes to find in a 
husband.

He 
recently visited her in New 
York for the premiere of her 
film, Strictly Business. 

WTien he left, says Paul, 
“She said, ‘Now don’t you get 
sick on me out there ’ It w'as 
her way of saying she hoped 
she’d see me again." 

And Halle is hopeful, but re¬ 
alistic, about the friture. 

“1 know that I’ll probably 
lose him someday,” she says, 
“and I try to prepare for that 
But I like Paul’s attitude—he’s

“I told them about the differ¬ 
ences between being HIV posi¬ 
tive and havii^ frill-blown 
AIDS and the various stages of 
Uie disease, and they were all 
looking at me, wondering how 
I knew so much." 

Halle says that Murphy 
eventually became philosoph¬ 
ical about Magic's trag^y. 
“Magic will survive this," said 
Murphy. “He will handle it 
and he will educate people." 

Halle, who left Knots Land¬ 
ing after just six episodes as 
Debbie because of her role In 
BoouiCTEiTj^, is hopeful she’ll 
return to the soap.

LIZABETH TAYLOR is worried 
that her first Christmas as Mrs. 
Fortensby could be a lonely one- 
new husband Larry may have to spend 
the holidays behind bars over a drunk- 
driving charge dating back to 1987. 

“The court is certainly not going to 
look favorably on the fact that Mr. For- 
tensKy deliberately absented himself 
from a court appear¬ 
ance some four years 
ago,” says assistant 
district attorney Mi¬ 
chele Levine of Riv¬ 
erside County, Calif. 

Fortensky, 39, has been ordered to 
stand trial there Dec. 11 to explain 
why he originally failed to appear on 
the drunk-driving charge 
And, as if he doesn’t have enough 
problems with Riverside County au¬ 
thorities, he also must appear in court 
in adjacent Orange County on Jan. 10 
to explain why he has not fullfilled his 
probation requirements—which in¬ 
clude enrolling in a three-month pro¬ 
gram for alcoholics—for two other 
1987 drunk-dnring charges- 
Fortensky was on probation after 
pleading guilty to one count of drunk 
driving in July, 1987. The charge is a 
misdemeanor punishable by a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of one year in jail. 

After the courts discovered that he 
had broken his probation, a $10,000 
bench warrant was issued for Forten- 
sky’s arrest on Feb. 22, 1989 
And although Fortenskj’ and Taylor 
met at the Betty Ford Clinic in Novem¬ 
ber, 1988, a court officer says that she 
doesn’t loiow if his participation in 
that program will count 
”1 don’t know if this would be some¬ 
thing the judge would accept," says 
Joyce Zeigler, assistant executive offi¬ 
cer of the Orange County Court. 

A spokeswoman at the regional offi¬ 
ce of Mothers Against Drunk Drivers 
says’ “You can be sure we irill have our 
representatives at both hearings, 

"We cannot tolerate anyone ignoring 
the courts on such serious charges. " 
-According to Fortensky attorney 
Richard Moore, his client didn't appear 
in court for the 1987 charges because 
the case “slipped through Uie cracks." 

Moore added that an arrest warrant 
was issued but never sent lo the police 
for follow-up when he didn’t appear m 
court as ordered - 
“That’s not the case at all," says Le¬ 
vine “Mr Fortenskj' chose lo deliber¬ 
ately not show up Nothing fell tlirough 
the cracks" 

Lei'lne refused to say if Fortenskj' 
would be jailed m either Riverside or 
Orange Counties—but an attorney in 
her office tells STAR tliat prison is a 
real possibihtj' 

‘ 1 think there s a good chance Mr 
Fortensky will have to serve time," the 
attorney says 

“If Fortensky was facing sentencing 
on the same charge today, he could get

up to 120 days m jail- However, based 
on 1987 legislation, he could be made 
to serve up to 30 days in Riverside.

"Anyone else would have canceled, 
but not Elizabeth," says a very close 
friend who was there 'Teople have no 
idea how tough this lady really is. She is 
in constant pain—so intense it makes

To ease the torture, she must take 
painkillers, which she usuall j’ shuns be¬ 
cause of her past addiction to prescrip¬ 
tion medications Elizabeth has no 
choice but to go back to prescription 
painkillers,"' says the friend ‘Thank 


God, Larry is monitoring the dosage be¬ 
cause of her prior problems. The drugs 
she’s on are only taken when the pain 
becomes unbearable ’ 

For the fundraiser at the Bonaven- 
ture Hotel in Los Angeles, security 
guards brought Liz and Larry through 
the kitchen to shield her from the 
throngs About 800 people had paid 
S250 to $1.000 a ticket for the black-tie 
bash 

‘ Once she got to her table in the ball¬ 
room, she was worried the bull^ back 
brace could be seen protruding through 
her beaded jacket," says the friend. 
"Whenever photographers got loo close, g 
she told Larry' to put his arm around her e 
so that they couldn’t see it 

'Elizabeth has now been told that she 
must have at least 15 hours' bed rest a 
day to try to stop the infiammation 
along her spine. If the infiammation 
continues. Larry says, she’ll have to

A s THE Japanese attack fleet broke 
Uirougfa the clouds over Pearl Har¬ 
bor at sunrise on that fateful day, 
its leader observed the tranquil U.S. na¬ 
val base and radioed his commanders, 
"Tora, tora,tora!"—the secret signal that 
total surprise had been achieved 
Yet nearly an hour before, the ap¬ 
proaching Japanese squadrons had 
been detected by two D.S. soldiers. Tr^ 
ically, the alarm they sounded was ig¬ 
nored Had prompt acboo been taken, 
therdJ.S. fleet and many of the lives that 
were lost might have been saved. 

On Sunday mom^ Dec. 7, 1941, 
while the Hawaiian island of Oahu was 
slowly walang up from its Saturday' night 
reveii two U.S. radar operators had just 
finished their 4-to-7 am. shift 
Pvt Joe Lockard and Pvt George Elli¬ 
ott sat at their tracking screen at Opana 
Station, astride a lonely mountain on the 
northern tip of Oahu. Although tired anrl 
hungry, they decided to postpone shut¬ 
ting down the recently installed equip¬ 
ment so Lockard^ 19, could give Elliott 
fiirther pointers in radar operation 
Suddenly, an amazing thung hap¬ 
pened. “A huge echo appeared on the os¬ 
cillator telescope, almost due north and 
about 137 miles from our antenna,” 
Lockard recalls. “At first, I thought it was 
a malfunction of the equipment, so I 
made a few quick checks to make sure it 
was working properly I could see that 
the target was moving.” 

The target—183 blips packed into a 
space five inches square-^ew steadily 
closer. “'Rte were kind of excited because 
it was the largest display I’d ever seen on 
a screen—and I'd been operating the ra¬ 
dar equipmentsince ithad arrived,” says 
Lockard. ‘T continued to track the in¬ 


coming Sight and Elliott plotted it 
I knew it was aircraft by &e rate of 
movement along the baseline. The 
first plot was recorded at 7:02 am." 

His eyes still glued to the 
screen, Lockard bad Elliott tele¬ 
phone the information center at 
Fort Shafter on the other end of 
the island to report the sighting. 

At first in the sleepy, hung-over 
atmosphere of a lajy Sunday 
morning, switchboard operator 
Bill Llacdonald couldn’t find any¬ 
one for the radarraen to talk to 
But Lockard, sure that he’d stumbled 
onto something important insisted that 
somebody be roused. Finally, Macdon¬ 
ald located Kermit Tyler, a newly- 
arrived Air 
Corps lieuten- 
antwho’dbeen 
on duty only 
once before. 

“Tyler and I 
talked over the 
phone, and I told him about the mcom- 
ing flight” Lockard says. “He told me 
not to worry about iL I later learned he 
assumed it was a flight of B-I7s coming 
in from the West Coast In those days, 
v/hen they knew a flight was coming in 
from the States, the radio stations 
played all night to give our incoming 
planes some direction, so tliey could 
home m on the broadcast signal," 

The radio station had indeed played 
music all night But along with the 
crews of the E-lTs, other ears were lis¬ 
tening The crews of Japanese dive 
bombers and torpedo planes had been 
using those same signals to fine-tune 
their path as they began the final leg of 
their stealthy. 9,000-iiiile journey to 


i

Pearl Harbor But Pvt Lockard persist¬ 
ed. “I stressed to T^ler the unusual na¬ 
ture of the target, its large size and the 
fact that it w'as coming from the north. 

The B-17s 
wouldn’t have 
been coming 
from that di¬ 
rection. The 
nearest thing 
to the nortli 

was Alaska." 

But when he suggested that Tyler re¬ 
lay the information to a superior officer, 
the lieutenant cut the conversation 
short, telling Lockard: “It’s nothing. 
Forget it Turn the darned t hi ng off.” 

Joe hung up with a shrug, But still fas¬ 
cinated by the oncoming blips, he and 
Elliott watched the radar screen and 
tracked the flight until they lost the sig¬ 
nal at 7:40—just 15 minutes before the 
first bomb fell. 

Lockard and Elliott shut down the 
unit and headed for their camp at Kaw- 
ailoa, where breakfast and bed awaited 
“Halfway there, we passed our other 
truck wiUi the rest of our operating crew 
speeding back toward Opana They 


Tvaved and shouted, but we couldn’t un¬ 
derstand what they were saying, and 
they didn’t slow down. We did notice 
that they were armed. 

_ “But as we got closer, we saw huge 
billows of black, oily smoke rising high 
into the sky in the direction of Pearl 
Harbor, 15 miles away When we ar¬ 
rived, we were told the Japanese had 
hit us. We knew immediately ivhat we’d 
tracked were the attack planes ’ 

The two-hour raid left 2,330 Amen- 
cans dead and 1,347 wounded .About 
half of those killed were sailors (includ¬ 
ing 32 sets of brothers) aboard the bat¬ 
tleship Arizona All told, eight 
battleships and ten other warships 
were sunk or damaged. U S planes, 
which had been clustered together to 
prevent sabotage from the ground, were 
decimated" 188 aircraft were destroyed 
and 159 badly damaged. 

How much of the death and destruc 
tion would have been prevented if the 
brass had acted on Lockard's warning’ 
‘T think tliey could have manned the 
anti-aircraft guns on the battleships, ’ 
Joe says That would have made u 
harder for them to sink so mam We

probably could have moved some 
planes around on the runways so they 
weren’t all lined up like ducks in a row, 
and possibly got them oiT the ground 
“They wouldn’t have had time to get 
the steam up on tlie battleships and 
move them out of the channel, hut they 
could probably have provided better 
anti-aircraft defense. We might have 
shot down more Japanese planes and 
made it harder for tliem to come in 
close enough to drop a bomb nght down 
the stack of the .Arizona ’ 

As a reward for vigilance, Lockard 
won a Distinguished Service Medal and 
was sent to officer's candidate school 
while Elliott was promoted to sergeant 
And vvhai happened to die man who 
told Lockard to ignore llie warning 
sigrts of one of the most devastating 
sneak attacks in history'’ 

Admitting that a man of Lt Kemiit 
Tyler's inexperience should not have 
been left jn charge, a War DepaiiTneni 
t'eport later condemned his inaoTion as 
indefensible Buts^ventually amid t on 
gressionai cnlicism, Tyler was promoi 
ed lo lieuienanl rolonel

'Somebody's making a big 
mistake,' I thought as 1 dove for 
cover. The blast shook the ship. 

"I ran below and there was a guy 
still asleep. When 1 told him what 
was going on, he didn’t believe me 
and tried to go back to sleep. Then a 
second bomb went off. We were 
keeping a dozen monkeys on the 
ship and they got loose. 

"It was so bizarre—all this 
bombing and monkeys leaping all 
over the place. I was hip-deep in 
monkeys and thinking this was a 
nightmare when I saw a white flash 
shoot by me. It was the guy who 
had been sleeping. He was naked 
and he streaked across the deck 
and jumped into a lifeboat. 

"As the plane made another pass, 
they strafed us with machine gun 
fire. I dove for cover, and bullets 
riddled the spot I'd just vacated. 
The ship was listing badly. For some 
reason the plane flew away 

"Later, when I returned home to 
La Jolla, Calif., I found I'd been 
declared the first fatality in town."

W HEN Donny Tomei’s dog leaped up on his bed, the lit¬ 
tle boy scolded his squirming peL "Bad Rusty, no'” 
said Donny, 11 His words were simple, but they 
brought his family to tears. It was the first time Donny had 
spoken since he’d been hit by a car and plunged into a deep, 
15-day-long coma. 

"It was like seeing a ghost come back to life,” Donny’s broth¬ 
er, Albert, 21, told S'EAR.

R, MY GOD, he’s coming at me ” 
Eliza Jackson screamed over the 
phone. Then the line went dead, 
Eliza’s terrified cry for help marked 
the climax of two years of abuse at the 
hands of Michael Jackson’s kid broth¬ 
er, Randy, who has been sentenced to 
30 days in Jail for wife-beating. 

She was on the phone telling Los An¬ 
geles deputy city attorney Susan 
Sclimitter about Randy’s violent abuse 
when he attacked her again, even 
though she was clutching their babj' 
Stevana, to her breast A horrified 
Schmitter immediately called the po¬ 
lice, who arrested Randy, 30, at his Wil- 
shire Boulevard penthouse. 

That led to last month’s jail sen¬ 
tence. But Randy didn’t show up to ar¬ 
range when he’d begin his prison term. 
Instead, he checked into St John's 
Hospital in Santa Monica and sent his

lawyer to court with a doctor s note 
saying he was in a '‘distraught state ” 

Meanwhile, Eliza. 27, fled to Palm 
Springs with Stevana in search of a 
safe haven In her hideaway, she 
opened her heart to STAR reporter 
Steve Tinney and revealed the mside 
story of her nightmare, two-year mar¬ 
riage to superstar Michael's younger 
brother. In this exclusive intemew, 
she tells how Randy; 

• Lashed out, once almost breaking 
her nose, just because he couldn't find 
his shampoo 

•Slapped her around throughout 
her pregnancy, 

• Knocked her to the floor for ndmg 
his motorbike 

•Cheated on her throughout their 
marriage 

-As tears welled in her eyes, Eliza, 
who’s seeking a divorce from Randy', 
told STAR; 

“Some close friends and family 
members are afraid he could kill me 
when he's out of control 

“It’s because of Randy's uncontrol¬ 
lable violence that I have to go for a 
restraining order to keep him at least 
100 yards away from me He’s ruining 
my life and the life of Stevana. our 16- 
month-old daughter I just want him to 
obey the court order to stay away from 
me and attend his weekly therapy ses¬ 
sions. I pray to God he changes “ 

Eliza says it was because Randy ig¬ 
nored an earlier coun order thai he 
landed in trouble vvith rhe lau late last 
month. In January, after pleading no 
contest to beating Elua. he was given 
two years probation and ordered fo 
sign up for anti-viuleni.e therapy 

"He was supposed !o aiiend ihe ses¬ 
sions every week—but Handy was may-

be going to one a month," says Eliza, 
who now finds safety and sanctuary di¬ 
viding her time between her parents in 
Los Angeles and a hotel in Palm 
Springs, the ritzy resort where her 
folks have a second home. 

As for Michael Jackson and the rest 
of Randy’s famous family, she says- 

‘T think they should have intervened. 
I wasn’t just a girlfriend that had his 
child I was married and we had a de¬ 
cent relationship. I wasn’t just a girl he 
met and then slept with. It wasn’t that 
kind of fast relationship. 

“Most of the Jackson brothers have a 
problem with marnage simply because 
they watched their father I think there 
yvas a contradiction in their house¬ 
hold.” Eliza, who designs jewelry when 
she’s not modeling or acting, says 
Randy’s violentside did not surface un¬ 
til after their 18-month-long courtship.

“My family is verj' 
well-off. Actually, when I married 
Randy, he was having financial prob¬ 
lems. His fame and money mean abso¬ 
lutely nothing to me. 

“I'm not asking for half of everything 
he owns. I’m asldng for some basic de¬ 
cency and respect that you would have 
for your daughter I’m secure about who 
I am. I know I’m not a bimbo I think he’s 
behaved like a spoiled brat He hasn't 
behaved like a responsible young man 
who’d take up responsibilities, such as 
being married and having a child. 

“My war is not with the Jacksons. I 
only have a problem with Randy" 


Eliza, an heiress of Iranian ancestry, 
was a long-time girlfriend of Randy’s 
sister, La Toya, when she met her future 
husband at one of LA-’s notonous un¬ 
derground nightclubs.

“There were at least four or five other 
women periodically." 

In March, 1990, Randy filed for di¬ 
vorce but never followed through. ’’He 
never had any intention of going 
through with it” she says. “He was just

'T filed the following October, and 
I'm going through with it My marriage 
to Randy is over for good. My Middle 
Eastern background tends to view 
woman as inferior. Well, I’m not inferi¬ 
or to anyone I'ra.an equal and 1 intend 
to be treated that way" 

Eliza says the Jacksons have ail ral¬ 
lied behind Randy—but she remains 
hopefbl his parents, Joe and Kathe¬ 
rine, will remain her friends. 

In general, she said, “Joe and Kathe¬ 
rine are very nice, thoughtful people I 
hope, for Stevana’s sake, that when 
this divorce is over, we can all be 
friends. Randy was never close to Mi¬ 
chael and neither was I—so I don't ex¬ 
pect Stevana will ever know him well." 

When Randy was recently hospital- m 
ized at SL John’s Hospital in Santa S 
Monica for what ins laivyer called 5 
emotional exhaustion, Eliza says she f 
talked to her husband regularly, I 

"He cried a lot and I know he’s sorry f 
for his behavior toward me." Eliza 
says “But Fm too young to have this in S 
my life I want no more pain for me or S 
our daughter" ■*

What happens when 
your arteries harden 

CAN hardening of the arteries be 
cured?—T.V.M., Appalachia, Va. 
DEAR T.ViM.: hardening of the ar¬ 
teries isn't a disease—it’s associat¬ 
ed with aging'in which the artery's 
elasticity decreases. 

Trouble arises when preventable 
conditions, such as fat^'t choleste¬ 
rol-containing plaques and blood 
clots on the inner lining, narrow the 
arteries, decreasing the flow of 
blood, leading to strokes, heart at¬ 
tacks, blindness and kidney disease. 

A low animal-fat diet not only de¬ 
lays cholesterol plaque formation, 
but may reverse the process after 
it’s occurred. Smoking is also a ma¬ 
jor cause of arterial disease 
AspirLi in small doses, taken eve¬ 
ry day or every other day, will help 
prevent clots from forming in the ar¬ 
teries—and lowering blood pres¬ 
sure will also help. Regular exer¬ 
cise keeps blood flow from becoming 
sluggish. It’s not necessary to be- 
comean athlete, but it will help your 
health to stay vigorous. 

Skin test can reveal 
allergy to penicillin 

HOW DO you know if you’re allergic 
to penicillin?—C.B., Mobile, Ala. 
DEAR C.B.; You don’t. There are 
skin tests to detect penicillin aller¬ 
gy, but they are expensive and time- 



consuming and not routinely used 
unless there is reason to suspect al¬ 
lergy. If you’ve ever had a penicillin 
reaction, you should avoid that drug, 
and related penicillins such as 
amoxicillin and ampicillin. We now 
have many alternative antibiotics for 
most inflections. An allergy ID 
should he carried at all times. 

My feet are killing me 

I’VE been having trouble with my 
feet and a friend suggested 1 might 
have Morton’s neuroma What is it, 
and what can be done about it’— 
W.B., West Columbia, Texas 
DEAR W.6.: Morton’s neuroma is a 
very painful condition that afflicts 
the sole of the foot at the metatarsal 
arch. A nerve trapped between the 
metatarsal bones becomes thick, 
swollen and extremely sensitive to 
pressure. Walking becomes very 
painful. 

Early on, this condition may re¬ 
spond to rest, physiotherapy and in¬ 
jections of cortisone at the point of 
the pain. Orthotic inserts in the 
shoes may help by redistributing the 
stress on the foot while walking. If 
these methods fail, the nerve can be 
removed surgically.
